that her majesty's offer No. 5 of Sept. 
8 had been refused, and says: "The ob- 
ject her majesty's government had in. 
view in the recent negotiations has 
been stated in a manner which can not 
admit of misapprehension,• viz, to ob- 
tain substantial and immediate repre- 
sentation for the outlanders as will 
enable them to secure fcr themselves 
a fair and just treatment, which was 
formally promised them in '1881, ami 
which, h&r majesty intended to secure 
for them when she granted the privi- 
leges of self-government to the Trans- 
vaal. No conditions less comprehensive 
than those contained in the telegram 
of Sept. 8 can be relied on to effect this 
object. 


"The refusal of the South African 


government to entertain the offer thus 
made, coming as it does after four 
months of 
protracted 
negotiations, 


themselves the climax of five years of 
extended agitation, makes it useless" to 
further pursue the discussion on <the 
lines hitherto followed, and the impe- 
rial government is now compelled to 
consider the situation afresh and for- 
mulate its own proposals for a final 
settlement cf the issues which 'have 
been created in South Africa by the 
policy constantly followed for many 
years by the government of South Af- 
rica.

FILIPINO CCNQRESS TAKES ACTION. 


"FOILED BV CITIZENS. 


Three Captured Americans Reported 
to Be Acting as Officers In the Na- 
tive Army—No Tidings Keceived of 
the Crew of the Gunboat Destroyed 
by the Enemy. 
Manilla, Sept. 26.—Two Englishmen 


who had been held by the insurgents 
since June have arrived at Angeles. 
They report that the Filipino congress 
has resolved that 14 American prison- 
er shall be surrendered on Wednesday 
or Thursday. They have, however, no 
nformation as to the whereabouts of 
Captain Rockefeller and the 13 men 
.vho disappeared in April last, and of 
whom no trace has been discovered. 


They assert that three Americans 


who were captured by the insurgents 
are acting as officers in the insurgent 
army.

Political Gang. 


FRANK L. SIKBS IN JAIL. 


Would Not Surrender What He Be- 


lieved to Be His Rights 


AND SLEPT BEHIND THE BARS. 


Full Story of How He Was Denied the 
Eight to Have an Attorney—The 


Trouble Which Led to His Arrest. 


Frank Lee Sikes, secretary of the 


Portsmouth water works, is in jail, 
the victim of the bitter enmity of 
a desperate political gang. 


He went to'jail 'Monday evening, 


about five o'clock, and the keys 
were turned on him by Sheriff Wil- 
liamson. He did this rather than 
surrender what he believed to be 
his rights as an American citizen 
under the 
constitution 
of 
the 


United States. 


As stated in Monday's Times, 


Judge 
John 
C. 
Milner, 
held 


Sikes to be guilty of contempt, and 
insisted 
on 
hearing 
the case, 


notwithstandng the fact that Sikes 
made affidavit that he (Milner) was 
prejudiced against him. 
Milner 


heard the caEe, anyway, and fined 
Sikes 325 and ordered him to give 
a~$300 bond that he would not try 
to perform the duties of secretary of 
the water works board of trustees, 
an olnce to which he was elected by 
a majority of the board. , 


Mr. Sikes had previously begged 


for a day's delay uutil his attorney, 
Judge .7. J. Harper, could reach 
Portsmouth. This was peremptorily 


in November, when the gang candi- 
dates will be slaughtered at the 
polls, as they should be. It is the 
oniy way to save the people's rights. 


STORY OF THE TROUBLE. 
The circumstances which led up 


to Frank L. Sikes going to the 
county jail should be impressed up- 
on the minds of everyone. The gang 
has always looked upon the-Ports- 
mouth water works as its own 
particular property. Therefore last 
spring when they found that George 
Brandau, that honest German citi- 
zen; had been nominated at. their 
primaries for water works tfustee, 
they were wild with rage. That 
other honest German, Lewis Blo- 
meyer, was aleady on the board, 
and the gang knew that these two 
Germans, with their splendid busi- 
ness ability, would not keep the 
gang favorites in office, just because 
they were tools and ward heelers. 


An emissary of Mr. Clark and Mr 


Hard was sent to various Demo 
cratic leaders with the word tc 
nominate a good man and we wil 
help 
you beat that "D—d olc 


Dutchman." That same emissary 
went to T. M. Lynn and tried to 
induce him to run against Mr. 
Braridau, whom he sneeringly called 
that "d—d old Dutchman.'1 The 
gang would rather ,see a Democrat 
elected water works trustee than 
Mr. Brandau. They did not want 
the "Dutch," as they called them, 
run the water works of Portsmouth. 
£'Their scheme failed 
and 
Mr. 


Brandau was elected trustee. 
What 


did the gang do1 then? Did they] 
accept the situation? Not a bit of 
it. 
They were determined that 


those "D—d old Dutchmen" should 
not control the water works. Ac- 
cordingly, they hurriedly called a 
meeting of the old board of trustees. 
The rules were changed. 
Floyd 


Smith very conveniently resigned as 
clerk and Thos. S. Hall et. nl. 
elected for two years. Thus did the 


o buy bread on Saturday night. 
'hat's one thing tue gang did, and 
louis Tatman, deputy 
treasurer, 


was one of the instruments used in 
his dastardly piece of work. He 
will come before the people 
In 


November. 
When the gang was 


brought into court and asked why 
they had not paid the laboring peo- 
ple, they backed clear down and 
leclared they would pay any orders 
presented, and they have since done 
so. This shows the brazeness of 
the manner in which laboring peo- 
ple were kept out of their pay.
